The 
Conference is of opinion that the read just- 
ment of the constitutional relations be- 
tween the component parts of the Empire 
is too important and intricate to be dealt 
with during the war, and it proposes that 
they shall form the subject of a special 
Conference to be summoned as soon as 
possible after the cessation of hostilities. 
It desires, however, to put on record its 
general views on the question. One thing 
in this connection it does not pat on 
record, because, as the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies explains in an introduc- 
tory note, it is taken for granted. The 
discussion of the resolution on the future 
of the Empire, Mr. Long tells us, was 
“the occasion for striking expression by 
various speakers of their attachment to the 
monarchical institutions of ¢he Empire, 
and the value of their preservation for 
Imperial unity.”

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Germany’s Shakespeare. 


When the Germans invoke Heaven to 
destroy England and everything English 
they make an exception in favour of Eng- 
land s greatest poet. At first sight there 
is something noble about Germany's con- 
tinued devotion to Shakespeare in the 
middle of her greatest war with Shake- 
speare’s country. The German Shakespeare 
Society held its annual meeting last week 
at Weimar. Its President, i Professor 
Brandl, of Berlin University, lauded, 
Shakespeare to the skies, “The spirit of 
Shakespeare,” he said, “makes his ad- 
mirers patriotic and heroié—even against 
Albion.” This’ praise of Shakespeare 
however, was really an excuse tes 
unrestrained eulogy of the German 
mind and soul. The English. are jn- 
capable of the spiritual loftiness which 
marks “the German  tribes.”’ “They 
cannot behave towards Goethe or Wagner 
or Durer in anything like the way that we 
behave towards Shakespeare.” As we have 
said, the Professor's claim is plausible, 
but there are two answers to it. Ono he 
supplies himself when he says that 
Shakespeare's greatness “belongs to all 
mankind.”

THE GERMANS AGAINST US, 
The Miltary Correspondent of The Times, 
has just visited the front, writes :-—The 
of the German armies in our front is still 
respectable. There was nothing but active and 
reserve formations fighting against the British, 
nd there is practically no difference in the mili- 
tary value of these two categories of troops, 
though individual divisions naturally vary, as 
they do in all armies. All the Landwehr and 
Landsturm troops have left our front and have 
cone East. We have the best of the German 
troops to deal with, and they still fight stiffly. 
li 1s true that on April 9 they were handsomely 
beaten and driven out of the strongest position, 
with great loss of prisoners and guns, some- 
times, indeed, surrendering tamely, but it must 
be allowed that the attacks of Generals Allen- 
by and Horne were so admirably conducted 
in every particular, and the whole operation was 
such a perfect model of the prudent offensive, 
‘hat the Germans were completely outclassed. 
The attacks of April 23 and following days 
showed the enemy in a better light. He 
counter-attacked fiercely, again and again, and

© the war. Not improbably the German Com- 
manders had been severely reprimanded for 
their failure on the 9th, and had been ordered 
t. take the offensive. This suited us very well, 
as we had the best of the ground, with a very 
powerful artillery in position. The longer the 
German counter-attacks continued the better 
we were pleased, and the more men the enemy 
lost. But we must admit that he showed spirit, 
en if he did not display much tactical intelli- 
nee, so that on the whole we cannot call 
German moral bad.

| MR. ASQUITH AND 
IRELAND. 


“A GOLDEN OPPORTUNITY 
FOR SETTLEMENT.” 


CRUCIAL STAGE OF THE 
WAR. 

Mr. Asquith last evening was re-elected 
President of the Eighty Club, at the annual 
meeting of the Club, in the National Liberal 
Club _ building. 

Mr. Asquith, who wae received with 
longed cheering, made a brief reference to the 
history and objects of the Club, and to the 
periou of his own connection with it. It had 
taken a conspicuous and effective part in great 
domestic controversies, in particular, in the 
struggles to obtain Home Rule for Ireland— 
(hear, hear)—and to prevent the re-imposition 
on the people of this country of protective 
taxes upon tood. (Cheers.) After referring to 
the restraints imposed by the war, he touched 
on the limits of criticism, and said:—I do 
not think that one can prescribe any more 
specific rule than the one which, 1 am glad to 
say, has been observed throughout the war by 
the large majority of our fellow-citizensa—the 
rule of good sense and of public spirit, which 
is inclined to be governed by the human pre- 
sumption that responsible rulers of the coun- 
try, though fallible beings, are not likely to 
be either knaves or fools, Within those limits, 
honest criticism is, or certainly ought to be, 
not a hindrance, but a help to the Government 
of the day. (Cheers.) 

THE CRUCIAL STAGE OF THE WAR. 

It cannot be too plainly stated, or. too 
clearly understood, that we have reached the 
crucial stage in the developments of the war. 
I do not mean that, in my judgment, there 
is any more doubt than there ever has been 
as to the ultimate issue. (Cheers, and cries 
of "“ None.”’) The emancipation of Russia— 
(cheers)—from the load of thraldom and mis- 
government, which lay so heavy upon her, can- 
not but, in the long run, give new ardour and 
energy to the forces which are fighting for 
freedom. The active accession of our kinsmen 
across the Atlantic—(cheers)—to the same 
great cause, with their enormous reservoirs, 
not only of material strength, but of virile 
and resourceful human energy, is a new factor 
of incalculable potency. (Cheers. ) But this 
should not prevent us from realising, and tak- 
ing full and clear measures for the immediate 
strain which we have, and for geome time shall 
have ourselves, as a nation, to encounter. 


THE FINANCIAL SIDE. 

On the financial side there is, in my opinion, 
no ground for apprehension. The figures pre- 
sented in the Budget yesterday are, indeed, 
staggering in themselves. The daily expendi- 
ture on the war, which in its first financial year 
averaged two millions, and in the year 1915-1916 
rose to over four millions, is estimated for the

current year as likely to reach six-and-a-quarter 
millions. The debt has increased during the 
past financial year by over 1,700 millions, and 
its total now stands at nearly 3,900 millions, 
though of this it must be borne in mind that 
close upon 1,000 millions represents advances to 
the Dominions and the Allies. 


ENCOURAGING FEATURES. 

But there are, as anyone who heard or read 
the statement of the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer will eee, two highly encouraging 
features. In the first place, we have the un- 
beunded evidence, not only of the willingness, 
but of the ability, of the taxpayers, as a body, 
to submit to ever-increasing burdens for the 
sake of enabling the country to pay its way. 
Last year no less than 26 per cent., over a year, 
of the enormous national expenditure of nearly 
2,200 millions, was met by receipts, mainly 
derived from the taxation of the people. As the 
Chancellor said—‘* No other country can exhibit 
such a record; nor do we see signs anywhere 
among the great body of the taxpayers of im- 
patience or resentment at the calls that 
being, or may yet be, made upon them.” The 
second feature, an equally encouraging one, 1s 
this.

EMPIRE RESOURCES AND 


PREFERENCE. 


The Secretary of State for the Colonies for- 
wards the following notice for publication :— 

The Imperial War Conference ás now ap- 
proaching the end of its labours, though certain 
business remains for the consideration of its 
members. Some of the matters dealt with are 
of a very confidential character at the present 
time, and it will probably not be possible to 
publish the resolutions or the debates on these 
subjects before the end of the war. A Blue 
Book is in course of preparation, and will 
shortly be published, containing the remaining 
resolutions and some of the debates, but, in 
view of the highly important character of the 
present Conference, and of the widespread in- 
terest which it has aroused, it is thought desir- 
able to publish forthwith a brief statement re- 
specting the work done by the Conference. 

Such of the resolutions as can now be made 
public are given below. It is worthy of note 
that, in every case, the decision of the Con- 
ference was unanimous: on no occasion was It 
found necessary to take a division or to with- 
draw a motion because agreement could not be 
reached. 

The resolutions speak for themselves, and 
sufficiently indicate the wide range of subjects 
‘dealt with by the Conference. A few words 
only are necessary as ‘regards the most 3n- 
teresting and important of them. ae 

The resolution with regard to the Constitution 
of the Empire was made the occasion for strik- 
ing expressions by the various speakers, of at- 
{achment to the monarchical institutions of the 
Empire, and their value for the preservation of 
Imperial unity. In the words of one of the 
speakers—‘‘ The Monarchy is the keystone of 
the Imperial arch.”’ 

In passing the resolution relating to Imperial 
Preference, the Conference desired it to be put 
on record that the comparative brevity of the 
remarks made was solely due to the fact that 
it had been exhaustively discussed in the Im- 
perial War Cabinet, at which the members of 
the Conference had been present, and, there- 
fore, practically came before the Conference as 
an agreed resolution. 

The resolutions concerning the representation 
of India at future Imperial Conferences, and 
the position of natives of India in the self- 
governing Dominions, were marked by generous 
expressions of appreciation on all sides of the 
assistance given by India in the prosecution of 


the war.

LAVISH DISPLAY OF 
CONFECTIONERY. 

Replying to a question by Lord Calthorpe, 

Lord DEVONPORT said the noble lord 
seemed to think that the sale of confectionery 
was being fostered and encouraged. The amount 
of sugar, however, used in the manufacture of 
confectionery was strictly rationed at the source 
of supply, and the amount of sugar issued to 
the manufacturers governed the retail trade. 
The manufacture of expensive sweets ceased on 
February 1, and the sale of them on May Ist. 
No doubt, retailers had been endeavouring to 
dispose of existing stocks. If it became neces- 
sary for him to take further action, he could 
still further diminish supplies of sugar to con- 
fectionery manufacturers. There was a point 
below which it was impossible to go without 
extinguishing the industry, and he was not dis- 
posed to say that such businesses should be shut 
up now. Wholesale traders viewed the lavish 
display in some shops with great concern. They 
had a powerful weapon to wield against ,any 
retailer who continued, in spite of protests, to 
make lavish displays, in that they could stop 
supplying the retailer with goods. But before 
they resorted to such action, they were calling 
a conference of the whole of the trade, wholesale 
and retail. That conference would take place to- 
morrow, and it would consider the question of 
lavish displays. Those displays had got to go. 
How was it to be done? He was prepared to 
wait until he got the report of the conference, 
which was promised him next week, and he 
hoped that after that there would be no 
further complaints of lavish displays. It 
was possible for confectioners to make a brave 
display, even with the two or three kinds that 
were left to them. He might have to consider 
whether they should have cakes at all. He 
would watch and see, and he would be governed 
by what he learned, as to the stocks of flour. 
He had not overlooked the fact that there were 
other lavish displays of confectionery which 
was not edible—(laughter)—such as ladies’ hats, 
dresses, and so on. If he had to consider the 
shutting of shops which made lavish displays, 
he should have to think of these shops also. 
Attention had not been given to the prohibi- 
tion of the sale of foodstuffs in theatres, but he 
understood that such commodities could not be 


‘sold in theatres after eight o'clock, because they 


were affected by the Shons Closing Order. He 
would not take any action in that direction 
without giving the interests affected ‘an oppor- 
tunity of being heard.

IRISH BATTALIONS IN’ 
-YESTERDAY’S BATTLE.’ | 


Mr. Percival Phillips, the war ge ó sonas

the lett of this great battle line the Canadians 
have taken Fresnoy. On the right, the Aus 
tralians are fighting grimly around Bullecourt, 
while English, Scottish, and Irish battalions, 
between these stout flanks of, Dominion in- 
fantry, have been pitted against some of the 
Kaiser's best divisions, who sought to main- 
tain their foothold on the steadily crumbling 
front. They kept some fragments of it from 
the wreckage of to-day’s assaults, but our in- 
fantry, pressing them without cessation 
throughout the day, wrested many material ad- 
vantages from them. ,The capture of Fresnoy 
by the Canadians neatly frustrated the Ger- 
man attack, which was to have been made 
against Arleux at six this morning. Fresh 
troops, comprising the 17th, 25th, and 69th 
Regiments of Infantry, two of which are new 
formations, had been brought into line for 
this ne They began losing men under 
our bombardment, the moment, they arrived 
in the shallow trenches from Douai. About 
two hundred prisoners came back from 
Fresnoy. Bight officers, who were among them, 
were quite frank in admitting the reason for 
their defeat. 


FOUR LINES AT GRIPS. 


Telegraphing last night from British Head- 
quarters, France, Mr. Beach Thomas, correspon- 
dent of the Daily Mail, says—We have won the 
Hindenburg line on both sides of Bullecourt, 
but the strongest fighting of all continues to 
rage in Bullecourt itself. Our troops pushed 
through to the far edge, and there established 
themselves so strongly that the Germans pre- 
pared a counter-attack. At the same time a 
body of Germans, at least equal to our force, 
was also firmly settled in the village, and each 
party attempted to drive the other, so that we 
have this amazing situation, called by one of the 
soldiers: “a double sandwich.’’ Four lines of 
men are fighting, the two middle lines, facing 
both ways. First come our troops, organising 
themiselves in the Hindenburg line, then the 
Germans in the part of the village, and then our 
force on the far side of the village, which they 
had approached from the right and left. 
Fourthly comes, at the moment, a strong 
counter-attack on this advanced group. The 
tangle is, as I write, being umravelled by hard 
hand-to-hand fighting. Some German prisoners 
have come in. The situation, burlesque though 
it is, was not very different in Fresnoy, on the 
extreme north. 


IRELAND AND NATIONAL

THE PUBLIC MUST DECIDE, 

The Food Controlle: last night issued the 
following :— 

As misapprehensions appear to have arisen, 
the Ministry of Food desires to make clear the 
following facts :— 

1. The organisation required for the compul- 
sory rationing of the Unijed Kingdom, either 
by issues of bread cards or other means, cannot 
be completed un‘il the middle of July. 

2. ‘The necessity for putting the machinery of 
that organisation into motion may not even 
arise then if the public loyally observe the ex- 
hortation of the King voluntarily to reduce 
their consumption of bread by not less than 
one-fourth. In other words, while the army 
necessary to enforce compulsory rationing will 
be organised and mobilised with all possible 
speed and thoroughness, and while nothing is 
being left to chance, it rests entirely with the 
public as to whether or not that army will be 
called into active service. Within the next eight 
weeks the public can decide for themselves 
whether or not they will have compulsory 
rationing in the near future. The issue depends 
solely In the degree of loyal self-sacrifice ex- 
hibited every man, woman, and child in the 
United Kingdom.

THE TIME OF TRIAL, 

The time of trial in regard to the food supply 
of lreland would be during the next four months 
until the crops now in the ground began to be 
harvisted. It was, perhaps, only natural that 
when the pinch was felt here and there, and 
when all the facts were not considered, 
a demand should be made to stop the export 
of this or that article of food from Ireland. 
Prohibition of export seemed at first sight an 
obvious remedy, but they had to realise that 
Ireland at present was a large importer of 
food, and that it was through imported 
food—bread-stuffs, sugar, tea, cocoa, maize, 
frozen meat, and eo on—that the main pro- 
portion of the needs of the poorest classes of 
the population, especially in the towns, was 
met. In 1915, for instance, about £10,000,000 
worth of wheat and other cereals was im- 
ported. Add Indian meal, maise, sugar and 
tea, cotoa, and coffee, and, without counting 
frozen meat at all, the value came. to more 


of the export of the great Irish cattle trade. 
We imported the cheapest food that the poor 
could purchase, and we exchanged against it 
mainly the dearer kind of food. The imports 
are brought in British ships, and a large pro- 
portion of them direct from Great Britain. 
Furthemore, many of the necessaries, such as 
manures, spraying materials, and eo on, which 
they were to consider at the conference, for 
producing tho Irish-grown crops, had to he 
imported. It would, therefore, be clear that 
a romedy for the food shortage was not to be 
found by the simple process of closing Irish 
porte against exports. 
VALUE OF SPRAYING. 

Mr. Gordun said that the most urgent task 
at tho moment was the securing of an ample 
supply of spraying materials for the greatly 
increased potato crop this year. That spray. 
ing was essential for protection against disease 
now was universally understood. But it also 
increased the yield of the crop by about two 
tons per acre and much improved the quality. 
lt was well to remember that the potato crop 
would be the earliest crop available to relieve 
the present food situation. An ample supply 
of sulphate of copper was at present available, 
but if it was to be secured it should be 
ordered at once, and delivery taken by farmers 
and merchants. As regards spraying machines, 
it was very necessary that farmers should, 
where possible, secure machines for their own 
use. In many cases they could be hired out to 
neighbours. 

Several speakers pointed out that merchants 
were slow to order until they were first assured 
of orders from the farmers. 

Mr. Gordon said that was just where the 
County Committees could come in. They 
might do as they did with the seede and 
manures, and ask the farmers through such 
committees or societies to place their orders 
with cash with the merchants, and to do this 
at once. 

A discussion ensued on the question of 
compulsory spraying. Mr. Delany (Longford) 
said the same principle should apply as in 
the case of compulsory tillage. 

Several! other representatives expressed agree- 
ment with this view. Others mentioned that 
their counties were strongly against it, and 
expressed the view that the necessity would be 
met by an organised campaign to persuade 
farmers to comply voluntarily.
